It is hoped that this Catalogue may be deemed, in some degree, a 
sufficient record of the important Cabinet of Roman Coins, which has 
been formed during the last sixty years at least. 

The Compiler has, to the best of his judgment, noticed every false 
or doubtful coin ; and all exaggeration has been avoided in describing 
the specimens, which, when their preservation is not otherwise specified, 
may be considered to be in ordinary condition with legible inscriptions. 

The references are to the pages of each series only; as the names 
of the Roman Emperors and others axe arranged, in general, nearly in 
their chronological and well-known order of succession.
